nent,  so  oxempt  from  "  all  the  ills  that 
flesh  is  heir  to,"  as  this.     The  di  ynes."- 
of  the  ^tmospli,'   .  ;he  peculLar    char- 
acter of  the  soil,  the  almost   total  ab- 
sence of  ft)gs  and  moist  winds,  all  con- 
tribute to  render    the    climate  one  of 
unrivalled  salubrity.

A  Cheap  Ice  House. — A  corres- 
oondent  of  the  American  Institute 
t^'armers'  Club  says:  "A  year  ago  I 
had  my  attention  called  to  an  ice 
house  buiit  by  a  farmer  near  me, 
which  was  simply  a  bin  made  with 
rough  pine  boards,  16  feet  square,  and 
roofed  over,  leaving  a  large  opening 
at  the  front  and  Miles.  He  said  his 
ice  kept  perfectly  until  the  next  w  in- 
ter. He  put  on  a  layer  of  sawdu  t 
about  a  foot  thick  on  the  ground  and 
(hen  stacked  the  ice  snugly  in  tie 
centre  18  or  20  inches  from  the  wall, 
and  then  filled  in  with  sawdust,  and 
then  up  over  the  top  a  l"oot  or  more 
thick,  Last  winter  before  filling  my 
ice  house,  I  determined  to  try  this 
;ifethod.  Accordingly  I  tore  out  the 
inside  w.all,  ami  shoveled  out  the  saw- 
dust—then filled  by  stacking  it  snugly 
ill  the  centre,  1.5  to  20  inches  frcmi  liie 
will.  This  splice  I  filled  in  with  pine 
•awtlust,  and  cov.cred  the  whole  over 
a  foot  thick  or  more.  I  left  out  the 
window  and  took  down  my  door,  ami 
left  it  all  open,  so  the  sun  can  shine 
in  there  every  day.  Now  for  results. 
At  the  present  time  I  have  an  abund- 
ance of  ice,  and  the  cakes  come  <mt 
IS  square,  and  perfect  as  when  they 
went  in  seemingly,  nothing  lacking 
except  what  is  used  out.  1  am  satis- 
tied  how  to  build  an  ice  house." 

Lames'    Fuus. — The    New    York 
Journal  of  Commerce    estimates    the 
entire  fur  business  in  that  city  at   not 
far  from  $1,000,000  per    annum.      In 
observing  the  fashions   for  1866,  it  re- 
marks :  "-Furs  are    used   extensively 
in  ladies'  apparel,  more  esjiecially  for 
trimming.      In    mode    garments   the 
'Eugenie  collar'  takes  tlio  lead  ai>  the 
reigning  style.     It   has  tabs  in    front, 
and  is  deeper  than  former  juitterns. — 
Cuffs  are  little    worn,    owing    to   the 
close-fitting  sleeve  now  in  v»)gne.  For 
youths  the  Siberian  squirrel    is    used 
extensively.     Ertnine  is    now   only  a 
trifle  more  expensive  than  the   Ameri- 
can mink,  which  has  come    into   high 
favor  as  a  rival  to  the    foreign    sable, 
full    capes  selling  for    $250  or     giJJOO, 
which,  before  the  war,  would  not  have 
brought  more  than  ifclOO." 

FuiED  Cakes. — One  teacup  of 
tl.ick  sour  cream,  two  teacups  ot  but- 
ter or  sour  milk,  two  teaspoonfuls  of 
soda,  one  teaspoonful  of  salt,  and  one 
teacu;>  of  sugar ;  mix  well.  Roll 
half  an  inch  thick  ;  cut  in  strips,  and 
twist  and  fry  in  hot  lard  until  done  ; 
season  with  ground  cinnamon  or  spice. 
The  cakes  will  be  the  better  forst:.nd- 
ing  an  hour  or  two  after  they  are  mix- 
ed, before  frying. 

IxDiAX  PADDING.-— Place  one  quart 
of  milk  in  a  vessel  over  the  fire  ,  into 
this  stir  slowly  one  quart  of  Indian 
meal  and  a  teaspoonful  of  salt;  let  it 
boil  ten  or  filteeii  minuU'S,  then  pour 
the  mixture  into  a  baking  pan,  add  a 
cup  of  molasses,  a  piece  of  butter  the 
size  of  an  egg  and  a  quart  of  ctdd 
milk.  Bake  in  a  slow  oven  for  two 
hours. 

A  Beautiful  Experiment. — If  an 
acorn  be  suspended  by  a  thread  to 
w  ithin  half  an  inch  of  some  water, 
contained  in  a  hyacinth  glass,  and  so 
permitted  to  rem:  in  without  being 
di*;turbed,  it  will  in  a  ivw  months 
burst  and  throw  a  root  down  into  the 
water,  and  shoot  upw  ard  its  tapering 
stem,  withbeaulil'ul  little  green  leaves.

By  tht  last  steamer  from  Europe, 
intelligence  is  received  of  the  death  1^ 
of  the  distinguished  and  veteran  nov- 
elist Miss  Fredricka  Bremer.  Miss 
IJremer  \vas  born  in  Abo,  Finland,  in 
1802.  For  several  years  she  occupied 
herself  in  teaching  school  in  Sweden 
and  Norway,  chiefly  in  Stockholm.— 
Relinquishing  this,  she  began  that  lit- 
erary career  which  she  has  since  pur- 
sued with  such  singu'ar  and  merited 
success.  She  has  traveled  considera- 
bly, having  visited  Germany,  France, 
England,  America,  luly  and  the 
East.  She  was  received  in  the  United 
States  in  1850-1  with  a  great  deal  ot 
enthusiasm  ;  and  has  ever  since  num- 
bered her  American  friends  and  ad- 
mirers  by  thousands. 

Her  novels  are  tales  of  domestic 
life,  and  have  been  generally  well  re- 
\  ceived,  especially  in  Europe.  Most 
of  her  tales,  together  with  the  two  or 
three  books  of  travels  which  she  has 
ut  various  times  published,  have  been 
rendered  into  admirable  English  by 
one  of  Miss  Bremer's  deaes  Iriends 
Mary  llowitt.  Her  earliest  noveb 
are  still  the  most  j)opular  ones— 
"  The  President's  Daughter"  and 
"The  Neighbors." 

Miss  Bremer  died  in  Stockholm, 
having  lived  for  the  past  few  years 
in  peaceful  and  contented  retirement.

Having  herd  mutch  sed  about  skat- 
ing-parks,  and  the  grate  amount  UV 
helth  and  muscle  they  woz  imparting 
tew  the  present  generashun  at  a  «lite 
ftdv.ince  from  fM!«t  cost,  bought  a  tick- 
et and  went  within  the  fense.

Az  one  of  the  angells,  more  sudden- 
ly than  awl  the  rest,  cum  flieing  down 
the  trak,  2  lengths  ahead  ov  her  male 
angell,  awl  eyes  war  gorging  with  her 
heavenly  bus't  of  speed  ;  she  seemed 
tew  have  cut  luce  from  earth,  and  waz 
bound  South,  for  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  when  awl  to  oust,  with  gorg- 
ours  swoop  terriffick,  down-crumbling 
into  a  limpid  heap  she  went,  with 
squeal  terriffick,  a  living  lovely  mass 
ov  dissastrus  skirt  and  tapring  ank- 
le.

A  writer  in  the  All  the  Year  Around 
tlius  philosophizes : 

"  I  wonder  sometimes  if  they  can 
possibly  be  the  same  genus  as  thr 
boys  with  whom  I  associated  when  1 
I  myself  was  a  boy.  I  paid  a  visit  lato 
ly  to  ft  gentleman  in  the  country,  and 
in  going  o\'Gr  thehouse  to  see  its  lions, 
I  was  shown  into  a  room  where  my 
host's  boys  printed  ft  weekly  news- 
paper for  their  own  amnsernent  ! 

There  were  all  the  appliances  of  a 
j)rtnting  office  ;  cases,  galleys,  rules, 
UBposing  stones  and  presses  ;  and  two 
young  gentlemen  whose  united  ages 
probably  did  not  amount  to  fiv«  and 
twentyv  were  so  far  familiar  with  their 
use  as  to  be  able  unaided  to  compose 
and  print  a  weekly  newspaper,  con- 
taining news  and  articles  of  their  own 
hand  writing. 

I  thonght  of  my  playroom,  and 
what  k  contained.  I  had  a  vision  of 
a  penny  top  ;  a  pop-gun  roughly  made 
tTom  the  braftch  of  an  alder  tree ;  a 
kite  composed  of  a  half-penny  cane 
and  a  slre«t  of  brown  paper ;  a  worst- 
ed ball  wound  upon  an  old  barrel 
hung ;  aid  a  teetotum.

and  engage  in  chess  tournaments  by 
correspondence  ;  nay,  tlicy  club  suu- 
acriptions  to  Mudie's  and  read  ail  vu£ 
sensation  novels  as  they  appear.  I  see 
some  square-capped  boys  of  not  more 
than  fourteen  years,  ^oing  to  school 
every  morning  reading  thoir  penny 
newspapers.  I  have  no  doubt  they 
read  the  law  and  police  reports  under 
their  desks  when  they  ought  to  be  get- 
ting their  hssons. 

Boys  and  hobbledehoys  used  to  be 
a  nuisance  because  they  were  lumpy, 
ftnd  awkward  and  uninteresting ;  and 
because  they  were  too  young  to  share 
in  the  conversation  of  grown  people. 
But  now-a-days  if  boys  are  voted  a 
nuisance  at  all— which  they  will  not 
tamely  permit,  it  is  because  they  are 
too  clever  by  half— they  know  a  great 
deal  too  much." 


St.  Paul,  Minn.  Jan.  22,  1866. 

The  fur  trade   forms   an    inportant 
feature  in  the    wealth  and   prosperity 
of  Minnesota.     Although  the  businesf 
is  by  no  means  as  extensive  as  it  wa^ 
a  few  years  ago,  still  it  gives  employ- 
ment to  thousands^  rtnd    is  a  mattei 
well  worthy  of  investigation.  In  good 
seasons  furs  valued  at    half  a   million 
of  dollars  have    been    shipped   from 
this  point ;  but  this    season   the   ex 
ports  will  fall  short  about  1100,000.- 
The  trade  seems  to    be    monopolized 
by  three  or  four  large   houses  in  thi^ 
city,  one  firm  alone  claiming    to  have 
exported  1150,000  worth;    but   there 
are  small  dealers  scattered  all  over  the 
State,  who  drive  a  profitabte  business 
and  invest  their  earnings  in  land,  with 
the  expectation  of  being  rich  some  oi 
these  days  as  their  St.  Paul  neigiibors 

are.    * 

Trappers  usually  resort  to  this  city 
in  great  numbers  at  this  season  of  the 
year.  Here  they  can  dispose  of  their 
furs  at  the  highest  prices,  and  refit 
on  terms  more  reasonable  perliaps 
than  at  any  of  the  smaller  towns  in 
the  interior.  They  are  a  hardy,  indns 
trious  class  of  people,  and  frequently 
whole  families  are  supported  during 
the  winter  by  the  imtiring  activity  and 
wonderful  skill  of  these  backwoods- 
men. Their  stock  in  trade  consists  of 
a  few  steel  traps  and  a  rifle,  together 
with  a  natural  aptitude  for  the  busi- 
ness, without  which  few  of  them  can 
be  successful. 

Chief  in  importance  is  the  mink 
fur,  which  is  a  source  of  considerable 
le^-^uue  to  the  trappers  and  traders 
throughC'.'tthe  State.  In  former  years, 
when  mink  was  not  considered  a  fash- 
ionable fur,  and  martins  were  all  the 
rage,  skins  could  be  bought  for  twen- 
lty"-five  or  thirty  cents  ejich ;  but  now 
they  will  bring  from  six  to  seven  dol- 
lars apiece  by  the  gross.  Last  year 
they  could  not  be  had  for  less  than 
nine  dollars  ;  but  an  unusually  mild 
fall  at  the  East  lessened  the  demand 
for  fur  goods,  and  a  fall  in  the  price 
of  skins  followed  as   a   natural  conse- 

The  Chippewa  Indians  are  by  far 
the  most  successful  tr.appers  we  have 
in  the  country,  and  monopolize  the  li- 
on's share  of  business,  especially  since 
the  expulsion  of  th«>Sioux,  with  whom 
t1>ev  were  ever  at  war.

Buf- 
alo"  skins  are    brought    here  by    the 
Red  River  traders,  but  not  In    large 
quantities,  the  great  bulk  of  the  skins 
being  sent  down  the  Missouri  river  to 
St.    Louis.      Good    buflfaloes  can   be 
purchased  for  seven  or  eight    dollars 
by  the    quantity,    although    retailers 
here  have  the    conscience    to   charge 
fifteen  dollars.     A  white  bufi'alo  skin 
is  considered  a  great    rarity,    and    is 
very  much  sought  after  by  the  traders. 
Major  Hatch,  of  this  city,    while  act- 
ing as  the  agent  of  the  Blackfeet   In- 
dians, several  years  ago,  was  present- 
ed with   ft    couple    of    white   buffalo 
skins  by  the    cbief  of  the    nation. — 
They  were  the  only  skins  of  that   de- 
scription   in    the    possession    of  the 
tribe,  and  the  compliment  was  esteem- 
ed the  highest  that  cuikld  be    pai<t. — 
The  recipient  regards  the  favor  very 
highly,  and  would  not  part  with    the 
present  for  love  or  money,  I  suppose. 
In  deer  skins  there  is  not  much   do- 
ing;, on    account    of  the    scarcity    ol 
pelts.     The  Sioux  played  great  havoc 
with  the  deer  before   tlieir    expulsion 
from  the  State,  rendering  that  descrip- 
tion of  game  very  scarce  ;     but  now 
that  these  relentless  hunters  are  away 
it  is  hoped  that  these  monarchs  of  the 
forest  will  become    more    plentiful. — 
The  skins  are  principally    bought   on 
account  of  New  York  houses,  and  are 
worth  about  five  dollars   each.     From 
New  York  they    are    tr.iji sported    to 
Johnstown  and    Gloversville,   N.  Y,, 
to  be  manufactured  into  gloves  ana  a 
variety  of  useful  articles. 

Probably  three-fourths  of  all  the 
furs  furnished  by  this  State  find  their 
way  to  New  York,  where  they  are 
fiold  to  manufacturers  and  then  dis- 
tributed all  over  the  country.  The 
New  York  houses  have  their  agents 
here,  and  appear  to  monopolize  the 
trade.  There  are  two  or  three  estab- 
lishments here  whose  fursare  dressed, 
but  the  most  valuable  furs  are  trans- 
ported to  New  York  and  dressed. 

The  Hudson  Bay  Company  have 
an  agency  in  this  city,  but  not  for  the 
purchase  or  sale  of  furs.  It  U  merely 
a  forwarding  agency  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  goods  to  Fort  Garry  and 
numerous  other  posts  throughout  the 
territory  of  that  ancient  monopoly. — 
Most  of  the  goods  received  at  these 
trading  posts  come  from  England ;  but 
St.  Paul  enjoys  a  fair  share  of  the 
patronage  especially  in  the  winter 
season  when  supplies  at  the  posts  are 
apt  to  run  short.  Fort  Garry,  which 
is  the  pott  whence  all  other  posts  ob- 
tain their  supplies,  is  only  about  sixty 
miles  from  the  northern  boundary  of 
this  State ;  so  that  you  will  perceive 
it  is  quite  convenient  to  this  market, 
f»nd  can  be  readily  supplied  at  any 
time  of  the  year.     The   Hudson   Bay

In  trapping  the  mink  great  caution 
and  ingenuity  have  to  be  exercised  by 
the  hunter  in  order  to  be  successful.— 
Before  the  snow  covers  the  ground  it 
is  difficult  to  find  their  hiding    place, 
and  it  requires  all   the  wily  art  of  the 
aborigine  to    discover    their    where- 
abouts ;  but  as    Winter  advances   and 
the  "  fleecy  mantle"  shrouds  the  earth 
there  is    less    trouble    attending   the 
0->cration,  and  even  the  bungling  far- 
mer's boy  can  track  the  animal  to  its 
hole.     The  hiding  place  once  discov- 
ered, the  unerring  trap  is    produced, 
and  the  fate  oi  the    poor  mink  is  seal- 
ed.    Most  trappers    bait    their  traps 
with  minnows,  which  are  procured  in 
the  neighboring  lakes.  _

Protecting  Fruit  Tree*  from  Mice 
In  l¥lnter. 

In  many  parts  of  the  country  field- 
mice  are    so    numerous    that,   unless 
fruit-trees  are  protected    by  some  ef- 
fectual means,  they  will  gnaw    every 
particle  of  green  bark    from  the  body 
of  the  tree,  for  several  inches  from  the 
ground  ;  and    sometimes,  when  deep 
snow  is  piled  high  around   fruit-trees, 
mice  will  dig  holes  through  the  drifts, 
until  they  arrive  at  the  trees,  and  gir- 
dle them  several  feet  from  the  ground. 
Mice  seldom  gnaw  trees  that  are  not 
surrounded  by  a  deep  bank  of   snow 
at  least  several  inches    deep.       They 
never  work  above  the  snow,  nor    gir- 
dle a  tree   that  is  not    surrounded  by 
grass,  snow,  or  some  other    material, 
that  will  serve  as  a  protection  to  them 
while  they  are  committing  their    dep- 
redations.    Trees  that  stand  so  expo- 
sed to  the  wind    that    all   the    snow, 
grass,  leaves,  and  other    rubbish  will 
be  swept  away,  are  never  in  danger  of 
being  injured  by  mice.

Taste  in  Wall   Paper.— To  peo 
pie  who    are    furnishing  houses,   the 
following  advice  in    regard    to    wall 
coverings  will    prove    acceptable  :— 
The  choice  of  wall   paper    should  be 
guided  in  evet^'  respect    hj  the  desti- 
nation of  the  room  in  which  it  will  be 
used.     The  most  important    question 
will  always  be  whether  it  is  to  form  a 
decoration  in  itself,  or  whether  it  is  to 
become  a   mere  background    for  pic- 
tures.    In  the  latter  case,    the   paper 
can  hardly  be  too  subdued   in  tone.— 
Very  light  drab,  green,  (not  emerald) 
and  silver  gray  will  be  found   suitable 
for  this  purpose,  and  two    shades    of 
the  same  color,    are    all-suflicient   for 
one  paper.      In    drawing-rooms,   era- 
bossed  white  or  crca-n  color,    with  a 
verv  small  diaper  or  spot  of  gold,  will 
not  be  amiss,  where  water  color  draw- 
ing's are  huns-     As    a    rule,  the   sim- 
plest patterns  are  the   best  for    every 
situation;  but   where  the  eye   has   to 
rest    upon    the    sm-face    of  the   wall 
alone,  a  greater  play    of  line    in    the 
patterns  may  become  advisable.     It  is 
obvious  that  delicate  tints  admit  ofmore 
liner  complexity  than  those  which  are 
rich  or  dark.     Intricate  forms  should 
be  accompanied  by  quiet  color,  and  a 
variety  of  hue    should   be   chastened 
by  the  plainest   possible  outlines.     In 
•color,  wall  paper    should  oppose,   in- 
stead of  repeating,   that  of  the  furni- 
ture and  hangings  by  which  they   are 
surrounded.     Some    people   conceive 
that  the  most  important  condition   oi 
good  taste  has  been    fulfilled  if  every 
bit  of  damask  in  one  room  is  cut  frorn 
the  same  piece,  and    every    article  of 
furniture  is  made  of  the  same    wood. 
At  this  rate,   the  art    of    housefitting 
would  be  reduced  to  very  simple  pro- 
cess.    The  real   secret    of  success  in 
decorative  co^or  is,  however,  quite  as 
much  dependent  on    contrast   as    on 
similarity  of  tint ;  nor  can  real  artis- 
tic effect  be  expected  without  the  em- 
ployment of  both. 

How  TO  Finish  Rooms.— Mr.  Ba};- 
ard  Taylor's  opinion  on  this  subject  is 
thus  expressed  in  the  Independent  : 

For  the  finishing  of  rooms  there  is 
nothing  equal  to  the  native  wood,  sim- 
ply oiled  to  develop  the  beauty  of  the 
grain.  Even  the  commonest  pine, 
treated  in  this  way,  has  a  warmth  and 
lustre,  beside  which  even  the  dreary 
white  paint  so  common  even  in  the

Hotbeds. — In  about  another  month 
these  useful  contrlvanfces  for  hastep; 
ing  early  vegetables  and  flowers  Will 
be  in  season,  and  those  who  design 
having  them  should  begin  making 
preparations.  The  first  of  March  is 
early  enough  as  far  north  as  this,  but 
at  the  south  end  of  the  State  they  wUl 
have  already  commencedi 

A  convenient  sized  sash  is  three 
feet  six  by  five  feet  six,  and  the  most 
economical  glass  to  use  is  seven  by 
uine.  The  sash  can  be  obtained  at 
any  sash  manufactory,  or  made  by  a 
carpenter,  as  most  convenient.  Pref- 
ere  ice  is  generally  given  to  hind  made 
sash,  though  for  all  practical  purposes 
the  factory  ones  are  good  enough,  and 
with  care'last  a  long  time. 

The  price  will  be  perhaps  $6  each, 
this  however  is  the  extreme  and  out- 
side   figure. 

In  making  the  box,  at  least  two  of 
those  should  go  together,  or  may  be 
three,  although  we  think  for  common 
use  two  is  more  useful.  For  market 
or  commercial  purposes  of  Course  there 
will  be  long  strings  of  them,  and  more 
in  the  form  of  pits,  but  we  are  now 
speaking  of  the  farmer's  garden,  and 
not  one  of  them  should  be  without  a 
two  light  sash.  They  have  always 
the  manure  at  hand,  and  should  have 
the  graden  into  which  to  set  the  planta 
to  be  raised. 

Two  or  three  hundred  cabbages,  a 
few  cauliflowers,  a  hundred  or  so  of 
tomatoes,  at  least,  and  those  who  will 
take  the  trouble,  a  few  peppers^  egg- 
plants, lettuce — yes,  and  a  few  flower 
.seeds. 

We  are  quite  sure  after  once  using 
a  hotbed,  farmers  would  notlike  tobe 
without  it,  as  when  something  nice  to 
eat  is  obtained  several  weeks  in  ad- 
vance of  what  they  can  be  had  with- 
out, it  will  not  need  any  further  prais- 
ing. 

The  manure  before  being  made  into 
the  bed,  is  better  thrown  together  so 
as  to  induce  a  fermentation,  by  which 
means  the  unhealthy  gasses  are  in  a 
measure  destroyed — Prairie  Fanntrt 
Feb.  lOth. 

To  TAKE  WHITE    MARKS  FROM    Ma- 

HOGANY.— If  a  white    mark  has  been 
left  on  a  m.ahogany  table  by   careless- 
ly sitting  down  on  it    a  vessel  of  hot 
water,  rub  the  place    hard  with  a  rag 
dipped  in  lamp    oil ;  and    afterwards 
pour  a  little  cologne  water,  or  a   little 
alcohol,  and  rub  it  dry  with    a  clean 
rag.     The  dish-marks  left  on  a  dining 
table,  can,  of  course,  be  taken  off    in 
the  same  manner.     If  brandy  is   spilt 
on  mahogany,   and  leaves   a  whitish 
mark,  that  mark  can   be  removed    by 
rubbing  it  hard  with  a  rag  dipped  m 
more  brandy. 

Bee  Moths.— I  have  been  fighting 
the  bee  miller  for  thirty  years,  but  not 
directly.     I  let  the  bees  do  most  of  it 
I  give  attention  to  strengthening   the 
swai-m  instead.     I  have   hundreds   of 
hives  in    apiaries    away    from   hortfe, 
and  they  are    not   visited   throughout 
the  season  to   destroy    worms.       The 
only  particular  care  is  to  know  Wmeh 
are  the  weak,  and  watch  those— there 
are  always  some    in  large    a4)iarie8— 
and  when  they  cannot  be  strengthen- 
ed by  any  means,  the   next  best  thing 
is  to  remove  them  and    save  the   con- 
tents, and  more  than    that,    save  the 
swartn  of  moths  that    invariably   fol- 
low in  the  weak  hive.    With  this  care 
enforced  I  have  no   fear  of  the    moth 
worm.     The  Italians — pure  as  Well  as 
hybrid— resist  the  moth    much    more 
effectually  than  the    black  bees.       Ito 
large  apiaries  hives  do  not  seem  to  be 
individually  troubled  as    much    as  in

LiKUTEKAXT  : — I  havc  the  honor  to 
report  that,  in  jiccordancewith  the  in- 
formation contained  in  my  dispatch 
of  the  9th  inst.,  I  letl  this  post  with 
the  troops  unde  •  my  command,  being 
portions  of  companies  A,  B,  C  andD, 
Independent  B:  ttalion  Minnesota  Vol- 
unteer Cavalry,  numbering  one  hund- 
red mounted  m'n,  and  the  1st  section 
3d  Minnesota  Battery  Light  Artillery 
— sixteen  men  s  nd  eleven  hofNes. 

The  cavalry  was  divided  into  two 
provisional  companies,  and  connnand- 
ed  respectively  by  Lieutenants  (J.  A. 
Frendenreich  a  ul  F.  M.  Langley,  I. 
li.  M.  V.  C.  The  section  of  artillery 
was  commanded  by  First  Lieutenant! 
John  C.  Whipj  le,  3d  Minnesota  Bat- 
tery. 

The  transportation  train  was  com- 
posed of  seven  6-mule  andfive  4-horHe 
teams,  with  om  2-horse  ambulance — 
all  under  the  charge  of  Capt.  J.  K. 
^IcKusiek,  A.  '^  M.  at  Fort  Aber- 
crombie, D.  T.  Tae  total  number  of 
animals  in  the  expedition  Was  onehun- 
emi  and  eight  '-five. 

These  troops  were  designed  to  ope- 
rate against  thi  hostile  Sioux  at  Dev- 
il's Lake,  and  l»oit  de  Bois  on  Mouse 
IJivcr,  whose  presence  inconsiderable 
number  at  those  points  had  been 
vouched  for  bv  reliable  authoritv.  In 
this  movement  Devil's  Lake  became 
ths  fiist  objective,  and  to  reach  which 
I  adopted  the  Sheyenne  Rivet*  as  be- 
ing the  only  feiinible  line  of  approach 
in  the  winter  season — the  great  indis- 
pensables  to  a  succsssful  movement, 
(wood,  water  and  grass,)  being  alone 
supplied  by  this  line.  * 

The  command  entered  upon  its  long 
and  perilous  m  irch  with  twenty  days' 
rations  for  men,  and  twelve  davs'  ra- 
tious  for  animals.  The  original  inten- 
tion was»to  taka  sixteen  days'  forage 
-^grain — for  the  animals,  but  the  trans- 
portation train  was  too  limited. 

January  11.- -Third  day  out,  the 
command  reached  '  Bear's  Den,'  and 
went  into  camj ,  having  marched  iu 
that  time  a  d  stance  of  eighty-five 
miles.  '  ^p  to  this  time  everything 
wore  the  nio-;t  encouraging  aspict. 
True,  it  had  sh  eted  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  day.  and  was  anything  but 
pleasant  traveling.  During  the  night 
it  commenced  i^-nowing,  and  continued 
throughout  the  following  day.  The 
storm  was  fairly  upon  us.  Objects 
but  a  few  yard  <  distant  became  indis- 
tinct. Nothing  could  be  seen  but  a 
white  sheet  of  Irifting  snow,  as  it  de- 
scended rapidly  to  earth.  Compelled 
to  remain  in  camp. 

January  13. — Broke  camp  earl;. 
Weather  inten.velv  cold — snow  drifting 
fearfully.  Utterly  impossible  to  trav- 
el on  the  open  orairie.  Snow  eight 
inches  deep  on  the  level.  Decided  to 
march  on  the  ioe  in  the  river  channel. 
Found  the  river  Very  tortuous,  but  the 
marching  good  excepting  an  oceasion- 
'al  break-throuth  at  some  of  the  many 
beaver  -  dams  which  obstruct  that 
stream.  The  channel  of  the  stream 
lies  full  two  hu  idred  feet  be!o.v  the 
crests  of  the  bl  ifis  which  here  border 
the  river  on  ea<;h  side  for  a  long  <lis- 
tance.  These  bluffs,  as  a  general 
thing,  are  untimbered,  and  much  cut 
up  with  deep  rivines,  (whose  sources 
may  be  found  from  five  to  ten  miles 
back  on  the  pr  liries,)  immense  land- 
slides, &c.  'j'his  march  on  the  river 
and  the  bottom  lands  immediately  ad- 
jacent thereto,  was  continued  for  five 
days.  During  this  time  it  stormed  al- 
most incessantly. 

January  17.--Went  intocamp  atthe 
Lower  Bald  Hillock,  within  one  mile 
and  a  half  of  S  bley's  second  crossing 
of  the  Sheyenne  River.  Many  of  the 
men  had  by  this  time  frozen  their  ex- 
tremities, ami  -^v-ere  unfit  to  breast  the 
storm  any  longer.  Hence,  I  here  de- 
cided to  divid2  my  command,  and 
leave  one-half  <  f  each  arm  of  the  ser- 
vice iu  camp,  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  J.  E.  :McKusick,  A.  Q.  M., 
while  with  the  other  half,  embracing 
all  the  able-bocied  men,  I  would  at- 
tempt to  reac  1  my  first  objective 
point.  At  this  point— Camp  McKu- 
sick— >a  number  of  half-breeds  were 
met,  some  of  whoii.^  had  come  through 
from  Devil's  L:  ke  bJit  a  few  days 
jTTevious,  and  v  ho  infon jed  me  that 
all  the  Sioux  Indians  had  suddenly  de- 
camped from  tl  at  point  abouC  three 
weeks  before,  and  left  the  trade.-s — 
six  in  all^ — behi  id,  and  th.at  these  tr:*- 
ders  were  still  there.

Consequently 
the  march  towards  Devil's  Lake  was 
resumed  early  in  the  morning  of  the 
18th.  Marched  this  day  twenty-five 
miles,  and  camped  on  the  south  side 
of  Sheyertne  River.  The  storm  eon- 
tined  with  increased  severity.  Snow 
badly  drifted  on  the  prairie,  filling  all 
the  ravines  and  depressions  in  the  face 
of  the  country  up  to  the  common  lev- 
el. Cold  intense,  with  the  wind  due 
north.  Quite  a  number  of  men  froze 
themselves  badly. 

January  19. — Weather  indescriba- 
bly cold.  Thermometer  not  less  than 
torty  degrees  below  zero.  Marched 
three  miles,  and  was  compelled  to  go 
into  cam|),  in  consequence  of  full 
three-fourths  of  the  entire  command 
having  frozen  themselves — including 
myself— quite  badly.  This  camj)  was 
near  Butte  Micheaux — a  point  laid 
down  on  Warren's  Map  as  being  47  ® 
30  min.  north  latitude.  The  storm  in- 
creased in  severity,  with  a  regular 
poudre  prevailing. 

January  10. — StoP'n  still  prevailing 
with  unabated  vigor.  Impossible  for 
■.i.trii  ur  niiiiuals  to  survive  for  half  an 
hour  on  the  open  prairie.  A  number 
of  the  men  froze  their  noses,  ears,  fin- 
gers and  toes,  while  standing  around 
the  camp  tires. 

Jan.  21. — This  being  the  thirteenth 
day  the  command  had  been  out,  and 
only  eight  days  rations  remaining  on 
hand  for  the  men,  and  very  little  for 
the  animals,  and  the  storm  still  l)re- 
vailing,  with  the  objective  i)oint  full 
three  davs  march  distant,  calculating 
in  good  weather  and  ordinary  travel, 
after  a  full  consultation  with  my  offi- 
cers, I  was  reluctantly  compelled  to 
abandon  any  further  effort  to  reach 
Devil's  Lake  at  this  time.  Human  en- 
ergy and  endurance  had  already  been 
taxed  to  their  fullest  extent,  and  as 
they  were  no  match  in  a  war  with  the 
elements,  nothing  but  a  useless  sacri- 
fice of  life  would  have  resulted  from 
any  further  attempts  to  advance  in 
this  inclement  season  of  the  year. 
Hence,  I  gave  the  order  to  return  to 
this  post.  The  return  march  was 
made  in  six  days,  the  weather  having 
cleared  up  somewhat,  so  as  to  enable 
the  command  to  move  on  the  open 
prairie  a  large  portion  of  the  distance. 

On  the  return  of  the  troops  under 
my  conunand  to  '  Camp  McKusick,'  I 
found  that  Capt.  -McKusick,  whom  I 
had  left  in  command  of  the  troops  iu 
camp,  had  marched  on  that  day  with 
his  command  for  Bear's  Den,  on  his 
return.  This  was  done  in  accordance 
with  his  instructions,  which  were  as 
follows,  viz  : 

"  That  in  the  event  of  the  storm 
continuing,  and  the  grass  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  becoming  exhausted, 
he  should  return  with  his  command  to 
Bear's  Den,  and  there  await  forage, 
(which  was  to  be  sent  out  from  the 
fort,)  and  also  my  return." 

Instructions  had  been  sent  to  Capt. 
Ross,  commanding  Fort  Abercrombie 
D.  T.,  from  '  Camp  Corse,'  midway 
between  Bears  Den  and  Camp  McKu- 
sick, on  the  16th  of  the  month,  to  for- 
ward grain  to  Bears  Den  with  all  pos- 
>\\»\c  dispatch,  for  the  command  on  its 
return. 

Jan.  22. — Marched  early,  and  took 
Capt.  McKusick's  trail  across  the  prai- 
rie to  Bears  Den,  where  my  command 
arrived  at  12  o'clock  at  night,  having 
marched  since  7  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing a  distance  of  fifty-five  miles  in  a 
direct  line.  The  command  was  here 
reunited. 

Jan.  23. — Stormed  all  day  severely. 
L'^uable  to  move.  No  grain  had  yet 
arrived. 

Jan.  24. — Marched  forty-tive  miles 
to  Finley's  Camp,  where  the  command 
arrived  at  midnight.  Met  the  train 
with  grain.  Animals  greatly  worn 
out  with  the  march. 

Jan.  25. — Made  a  march  of  eight 
miles  and  cam]ied  at  Sibley's  last 
crossing  on  the  Sheyenne  River  on  his 
return  trip. 

Jan.  20. — Marched  thirty  miles  to 
the  fort,  where  the  command  arrived 
at  3  o'clock  p.  M. — thus  returning  with 
the  expedition  to  its  starting  point,  af- 
ter making  one  of  the  most  noted 
marches  ever  made  by  cavalry  and 
light  artilley  in  the  service  of  oui- 
country,  in  this  high  northern  lati- 
tude. 

The  distance  actually  traveled  in 
the  outward  bound  march  by  the  com- 
mand was  much  greater  than  that 
passed  over  on  its  return,  and  could 
not  have  been  less  than  two  hundred 
anJ  twenty  miles.  This  was  caused 
by  the  distance  necessary  to  be  trav- 
eled out  o.f  a  direct  line  in  order  to  ob- 
tain a  compiiJg  place  on  the  river  be- 
tween Finley's  Camp  and  Bears  Den, 
and  the  tortuous  windings  of  the  riv- 
er channel  between  Bears  Den  and 
the  Bald  Hillocks  or  Butte  Micheaux 
on  the  ice,  of  which  the  majorportion 
of  the  distance  was  accomplished. 
Bv  the  route  traveled  on    the   rf^turn, 


Butte  Micheaux  is  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five  miles  from  Fort  Abercrom- 
bie— thus  making  a  distance  of  three 
hundred  and  eighty-five  miles  actual 
travel  performed  by  the  command. 
This  whole  distance  was  accomplished 
without  the  loss  of  a  single  man  or 
animal,  and  llie  greater  portion  of  it 
through  snow  ft'oirt  twelve  to  fifteen 
inches  deep  on  the  level,  and  amid 
one  of  the  most  terrible  storms  ever 
known  in  this  region  for  duration  and 
intensity  of  cold. 

No  public  property  was  lost,  de- 
stroyed or  abandoned  on  the  march. 
The  lives  of  the  animals  were  preserv- 
ed by  cutting  the  dried  grass  with 
scythes  beneath  the  snow,  shaking  the 
snow  out  of  it  by  hand,  tying  it  up  in 
bundles,  abd  transporting  it  into  camp. 
In  the  evening  each  horse  liad  suffi- 
cient of  this  hay,  cut  in  midwinter,  to 
last  him  all  night.  This  grass  con- 
tains a  large  amount  of  nutrition,  and 
makes  an  excellent  substitute  for  hdy. 
By  such  raeau",  as  this,  together  with 
the  most  sedulous  care,  were  the  lives 
of  the  animals  preserved. 

While  the  objects  of  the  expedition 
were  defeated  by  the  power  of  the  el- 
ements alone,  yet  it  has  clearly  dem- 
onstrated to  my  mind  the  practicabili- 
ty of  making  a  succ^essful  campaign 
against  the  hostile  Sioux  in  this  high 
latitude,  in  any  winter  not  marked  by 
such  an  extraordinary  storm  as.  w^as 
encountered  in  this  march,  the  coun- 
terpart of  which  may  not  again  occur 
in  the  next  quarter  of  a  century. 

The  Indians  at  Devil's  Lake  receiv- 
ed information  of  my  intended  move- 
ment by  the  way  of  Pembina  and  St. 
Joseph,  the  very  next  week  after  the 
preparations  for  the  march  were  first 
inaugurated  at  this  post.  The  proba- 
ble medium  through  which  the  infor- 
mation reached  Pembina  was  the  mail 
carrier.  However,  if  the  movement 
could  have  taken  place  at  the  time  it 
was  first  contemplated,  its  results 
would  have  been  highly  satisfactory. 
Of  this  I  entertain  no  doubt,  as  the 
weather  was  then  very  favorable,  and  .' 
continued  so  until  the  command  actu- 
ally marched,  which  was  full  four 
weeks  later.  But  it  was  imj)ossibleto 
move  while  the  General  Court  Mar- 
tial remained  in  session  !^t  this  post, 
as  a  number  of  the  officers  as  well  as 
myself,  were  witnesses  before  it,  sub- 
ject to  its  pleasure. 

The  traders  whose  presence  at  Dev- 
il's Lake  was  reported  to  me,  are  in 
the  employ  of  Bottineau,  McFetridge 
and  Gingras,  of  Saint  Joseph,  and 
some  parties  about  Fort  Garry,  whose 
names  I  could  not  iearn.  These  men 
have,  without  doubt,  been  supplying 
the  hostile  Sioux  with  the  very  ammu- 
nition which  was  purchased  in  Saint 
Paul  last  summer,  and  passed  under 
special  permit  through  the  military 
lines  of  this  sub-district.  Through 
such  unprincipled  sources  as  these  are 
the  savages  supplied  with  munitions 
and  materials  of  war  with  which  to  an- 
nually murder  our  frontier  inhabitants. 
How  long  shall  such  ■  a  condition  of 
things  exist. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  make  hon- 
orable mention  of  the  officers  of  the 
expedition — Lieutenant  Freudeurich 
and  Langley  of  the  Cavalry ;  Lieuten- 
ant Whipple  of  the  Artillery,  and  Cap- 
tain McKusick  of  the  Quartermjister's 
Department.  To  the  unwearied  ener. 
gy,  zeal  and  perseverance  under  the 
most  trying  circumstances,  displayed 
by  each  of  these  officers  in  his  own 
proper  command,  I  am  indebted  for 
the  preservation  of  the  lives  of  the  an- 
imals  and  the  return  of  the  public 
property  iu  the  hands  of  the  expedi- 
tionary forces.  My  thanks  are  also 
due  the  enlisted  men  of  the  command 
particularly  to  those  of  the  1st  sec.  8d 
Minn.  Battery,  and  to  the  detachments 
of  companies  B,  C  and  D  of  the  Ind. 
Batt.  Minn.  Vol.  Cavalry,  for  the  qual- 
ities they  disi)layed  under  the  most 
discouraging  circumstances —  which 
stamp  them  as  true  soldiers,  and  enti- 
tle them  to  my  lasting  gratitude.

Another  PATBiARrii  Gone. — Cap- 
tain NoAH  McKusu'K,  father  of  Hon. 
John  McKusick,  died  at  the  Senator's 
residence  last  Thursday  mortiing,  in 
the  eighty-first  year  oi  his  age.  Cap- 
tain McKusick  was  born  in  York 
county,  Maine,  in  1785.  He  served 
his  country  in  many  responsible  posi- 
tions with  much  distinction,  and  has 
always  bt>rne  the  reputation  of  an 
honorable  .and  useful  citizen,  a  chris- 
tian gentleman,  and  a  true  patriot. 

Captain  McKusick  was  the  father 
of  twelve  children,  most  of  whom,  (ex- 
cepting his  son  Hoyal,  who  died  a  few 
years  .^ince,)  are  residents  of  this  city. 
His  eldest  son,  Senator  McKusick, 
,v.  as  one  of  the  earliest  residents  of 
IMinnesota — having  located  in  tliis 
city  in  1840.  His  venerable  father! 
became  a  resident  of  our  city  in  1856, 
and  through  his  universally  urbane 
de|>ortment  he  b<*caine  a  favorite  with 
all  who  were  fortunate  enough  to 
make  hi»<  ac<juaintance.

About  five  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  Tues- 
day while  some  carpenters  were  en- 
gaged in  covering  a  tank  full  of  oil  at 
the  Getty  well,  on  Bennehoff  Run, 
sparks  from  the  smoke  stack  were  be- 
ing driven  by  the  wind  directly  over 
where  they  were  working,  and  one  of 
the  men,  apprehensive  of  danger, 
went  to  notify  the  superintendent  of 
the  fact,  but  he  had  not  proceeded  far 
before  the  oil  ignited. 

The  men  on  the  top  of  the  tank 
beat  a  hasty  retreat  and  escaped  with- 
out injury,  and  in  a  few  minutes  the 
tank  burst,  and  an  immense  flame  of 
sheet  and  smoke  shot  up  into  the 
heavens.  As  the  fiery  stream  rolled 
past,  it  attacked  everything  in  its 
course,  tank  after  tank  burst,  and  all 
the  inhabitants  of  the  valley  rushed 
to  the  hill-side  to  prevent  being  swal- 
lowed up  in  a  river  of  liquid  fire. — 
The  stream  continued  to  roll  on  until 
it  reached  within  half  a  mile  of  Pe- 
troleum creek;  here  it  came  in  con- 
tact with  a  large  accumulation  of  ice 
and  snow,  which  stayed  its  progress. 
This,  however,  did  not  last  long,  as 
the  oil  forced  its  way  through  the  ice, 
but  came  out  on  the  other  side  extin- 
guished, and  flowed  on  its  course  un- 
til it  emptied  into  Oil  creek. 

The  scene  was  now  grand  beyond 
description.  Eor  nearly  a  mile,  one 
grand  sheet  of  flame  shot  heaven- 
ward, and  the  dense,  black  smoke  cov- 
ered the  whole  country  with  a  black 
c46ud.  The  sun  was  now  setting,  and 
the  reflection  upon  that  cloud  render- 
ed it  first  of  a  dark  purple,  then  of  a 
red  color,  and  the  peculiar  rolling  mo- 
tion produced  an  endless  variety  of 
shades,  till  at  last  it  became  dark  and 
black  as  before.

ClJLTIVATION    OF     THB     ToMATO. — 

Following  the  directions  (in  No.  3, 
Vol.  17,  page  37,)  by  Edgar  Sanders 
will  bring  the  plants  to  the  middle  of 
May,  which  is  the  proper  time  to 
transplant  into  the  open  ground  in  the 
central  part  of  the  State.  The  fir^t 
of  June  is  soon  enough  in  the  north- 
ern part,  and  this  will  apply  to  the 
same  latitudes  west  of  Lake  Michigan. 
Select  a  sofl  moist  day  for  transplant- 
ing, or  else  shade  and  water ;  trans- 
plant from  four  to  five  and  one  half 
feet  apart,  upon  a  slightly  elevated 
mound,  and  cultivate  well.  If  they 
are  to  be  allowed  to  run  along  tht 
ground,  they  are  better  for  a  little 
hilling  from  time  to  time,  but  if  they 
are  to  be  trellised,  it  is  not  so  essen- 
tial. They  are  earlier  if  allowed  to 
lie  upon  brush  along  the  ground,  but 
finer  specimens  may  be  raised  upon  a 
trellis.  They  should  be  trimmed  from 
time  to  time,  by  pinching  or  cutting 
out  the  secondary  shoots  above  the 
fruit,  leaving  enough  for  fi'uiting,  this 
IS  sometimes  called  the  wild  vine,  but 
do  not  defoliate  the  vine,  as  the  leaves 
are  the  life  of  the  plant,  as  lungs  are 
to  animals.  The  tomato  is  impatient 
of  wet,  and  if  good  and,  early  fruit  is 
expected,  too  much  moistuf-e  must  not 
be  allowed.  Indeed  they  will  flourish 
on  the  driest  soil,  when  once  estab- 
lished. Trellises  should  be  about 
three  feet  high,  and  if  extra  specimens 
are  expected,  the  fruit  must  be  thin- 
ned, as  the  inclination  of  the  tomato 
is  to  over-bear. 

If  these  directions  are  followed, 
one  may  have  tomatoes  from  about 
the  middle  of  July  until  frost  comes. 
Many  fail  by  setting  out  too  early. — 
From  the  25th  of  May  to  the  first  of 
June  is  early  enough  for  this  latitude. 

Exempt  from  Taxation. — An  in- 
quiry was  submitted  to  the  officers  of 
tlie  Internal  Revenue,  inquiring  wheth- 
er it  is  peddling  to  sell  from  the  same 
load,  at  different  places,  such  articles 
as  butter,  cheese,  charcoal  and  other 
products  of  the  farm  ;  and  whether  a 
person  selling  such  commodities  did 
not  require  a  license. 

The  decision  was  that  a  farmer  does 
not  require  license  for  selling  the  pro- 
duce of  his  own  farm  in  the  manner 
of  a  peddler,  unless  he  sells  such  arti- 
cles as  have  been  manufactured  under 
the  license  of  a  manufactoter.  There- 
fore, if  farmers  have  made  butter, 
cheese  or  charcoal  imder  the  lice^nse 
of  a  mauufacturer,  they  will  be  oblig- 
ed to  take  out  a  peddler'  s  license  to 
sell  their  produce  as  a  peddler. — A^. 
r.   Times. 

Conx  SrRi'P. — It  will  be  rerriem- 
b -red  that  about  two  years  ago  a 
German  chemisit  at  Bufftvlo  invented  a 
process  for  converting  the  starch  of 
t'orn  into  sugar  and  mol.asses,  and  sold 
the  patent  to  a  New  York  company. 
I'his  company  are  still  experiment- 
ing, but  thus  far  no  marketable  sugar 
ha*  been  produced,  though  it  turns 
out  a  fair  quality  x)f  syrup ;  but  100 
gallons  of  corn  sjrup  are  considered 
equivalent  to  76  gallons  of  cane  syr- 
up of  the  same  density.  The  color  of 
the  two  is  nearly  the  same.  A  bush- 
el of  corn  yields  three  gallons  of  syr- 
up, and  the  oflTal  sells  for  20  cents  per 
bushel  for  feed. 

BroWx  Bread.  —  Stir  together 
wheat  me.al  and  cold  water  (nothing 
else,  not  even  salt,)  to  the  consistency 
of  a  thick  batter.  Bake  in  small  cir- 
cular pans,  about  thi-ee-^and  a  half 
inches  in  diameter,  in  a  quick,  hot 
oven.  It  is  quite  essential  that  it  is 
baked  in  this  sized  cake,  as  it  is  upon 
this  that  the  raising  depends.  A  bet- 
ter pan  for  the  purpose  may  be  had  at 
most  any  of  the  house  furnishing 
Stores,  beipg  a  number  of  circular 
pans  cast  together  in  one  large  form. 
If  this  is  used  it  is  best  to  heat  it  be- 
fore filling  with  the  batter. 

In  this  article  there  are  none  of  the 
injurious  qualities  of  either  fermented 
or  supei-fine  flour  bread,  and  it  is  so 
palpably  a  wholesome  food  that  it  ap- 
peals at  once  to  the  common  sense  of 
all  who  are  interested  in  the  subject 

To  Prbserve  La^tp  Chimneys. — 
In  the  making  of  glass  there  is  a  pro- 
cess known  as   annealing,  by  which  it 


resides,  to  have  his  house,  from  ceQiUr 
to  garret,  from  the  street  curb  to  the 
rear  line  of  his  lot,  most  scrupulottsly 
cleansed,  by  sweeping,  waiting  and 
whitewashing.

frosts  of  next  season  come. 

3d.  These  cleansings  should  be 
done  now,  in  Feliruary  and  March, 
because,  if  put  oflT  until  warm  weath- 
er, the  very  effort  necessary  for  the 
remwal  of  filth,  irill  only  tend,  in  the 
essential  nature  of  things,  to  hasten 
the  appearance  of  the  disease,  to  in- 
crease its  malignity,  and  to  extend  the 
time  of  its  devastations;  because, 
the  suns  of  spring  and  summer  the 
sooner  warm  into  life  and  intensity 
the  viperic  and  malignant  influcupe, 
which,  in  its  remorseless  tread,  wrecks 
so  much  of  human  happiness  and  des- 
olates so  many  hearthstones. 

How  TO  Destroy  xnn  Currant 
Worm.— W.  B.  Smith,  of  Syracuse, 
applied  hellebore  when  the  dew  was 
on  the  leaves,  and  with  success ;  de- 
stroyed the  worms  and  had  good  crops. 
He  paid  from  four  to  eight  shillings 
per  pound  for  the  helleoore.  The 
currant  is  not  affected  by  the  Helle- 
bore. ::.  .^ 

Mr.  Thomas  has  used  white  "helle- 
bore with  success,  distributing  when 
the  dew  was  on,  with  a  dredging  box. 
In  twenty-four  hours  every  worm  was 
killed. 

Mr.  Bartholomew,  of  Chathnqua, 
used  refuse  soap  and  rain  water,  ad- 
ding a  little  saltpetre,  and  killed  all 
the  worms  at  two  applications.

ancy to  the  pledge    upon    which    he 
was    elected.     But  no  such  explana- 
tion has  come  to  hand,  and  we  deeply 
regret   to    say.  that    his    subsequent 
course  has  not    only    dissipated    the 
hope  that   any    is  possible,    but    has 
more  than  confirmed  our    worst    ap- 


stood  true  to  the  Government  during 
our  recent  ter  ible  trials. 


A  Ten  Ible    Calamity. 


Our  people  know  but  little  of  the 
-severity  of  tl  e  storms  on  the  Coteau 
some  four  hundred  miles  north-west 
of  us.  The  s:orm  on  the  15th  was 
one  of  the  most  terrible  ever  witness- 
ed. Two  dftachraents  of  soldiers — 
one  going  to  imd  the  other  returning 
from  Fort  W  ids  worth  to  Fort  Aber- 
crombie — weie  caught  in  this  storm 
ne.ir  the  Co  can.  Captain  A.  R 
Field.*),  with  snne  thirty  men,  were  on 
their  way  to  Abercrombie.  When 
ne.ir  Twin  Lakes  he  started  in  ad- 
vance of  his  command  to  reach  that 
post  in  order  to  make  provision  for 
the  comfort  of  his  suffering  men.  He 
was  ftccompa  lied  by  three  men. — 
When  the  command  reached  Twin 
Lake.*,  many  of  the  men  badly  frozen, 
Captain  Fielt  s  and  his  party  had  not 
been  seen,  .^is  soon  as  the  storm  aba- 
ted, diligent  search  was  made  for  the 
missing.  Th  iir  horses  were  found  in 
a  freezing  and  starving  condition,  but 
no  traces  of  the  men.  They  undoubt- 
edly perished.  We  have  known  Capt. 
Fields  long  a  id  well.  An  excellent 
oflScer  and  ft  gentleman  universally 
esteemed,  his  loss  will    be    deplored

CHARACTER  OF  LINCOLN. 

In  his  character,  Lincoln  was 
through  and  through  an  American. 
He  is  the  first  native  of  the  region 
west  of  the  Alleghanics  to  attain  to  the 
highest  station ;  and  how  happy  it  is 
that  the  man  who  was  brought  for- 
ward as  the  natural  outgrowth  and 
first  fruits  of  that  region  should  have 
been  of  unblemished  purity  in  private 
life,  a  good  son,  a  kind  hu.sband,  a 
most  affectionate  father,  and,  as  a 
man,  so  gentle  to  all.  As  to  integri- 
ty, Douglas,  his  rival  said  of  him, 
"  Lincoln  is  the  honestest  man  I  ever 
knew." 

The  habits  of  his  mind  were  those 
of  meditation  and  uiward  thought 
rather  than  of  action.  He  excelled  in 
logical  statement  rather  more  than  in 
executive  ability.  He  reasoned  clear- 
ly, his  reflective  judgement  was  good, 
and  his  purposes  were  fixed  ;  but,  like 
the  Hamlet  of  his  only  poet,  his  will 
was  tardy  in  action ;  and  for  this 
reason,  and  not  from  humanity  or 
tenderness  of  feeling,  he  sometimes 
deplored  that  the  duty  which  devolved 
on  him  had  not  fallen  to  the  lot  of  an- 
other. He  was  skillful  in  analysis; 
discerned  with  precision  the  central 
idea  on  which  a  question  turned, 
and  knew  how  to  disengage  it  and 
present  it  by  itself  in  a  few  homely, 
strong  old  English  words  that  would 
be  ijitelH;;;bk'  to  all.  He  delighted  to 
express  his  opinions  by  apoiiiegUi,  il- 
lustrate them  by  parable,  or  drive 
them  home  by  a  story. 

Lincoln  gained  a  name    by  discuss- 
ing questions  which,    of    all    others, 
most  easily  lead  to  fanaticism  ;  but  he 
was  never  carried  away  by  enthusias- 
tic zeal ;  never  indulged   in    extrava- 
gant language  ;  never  hurried  to  sup- 
port extreme  measures  ;  never  allow- 
ed himself  to  be  controlled  by  sudden 
impulses.     During  the  progress  of  the 
election  at  which  he  was  chosen  Pres- 
ident, he  exj)re8sed  no    opinion    that 
went  beyond  the  Jetterson  proviso  of 
1784.     Like  Jefferson  and    Lafayette, 
he  had  faith  in  the  intuitions    of   the 
people,  and  read  those  intuitions  with 
rare  sagacity.     He  knew  how  to  bide 
his  time,  and  was  less  apt  to  be  in  ad- 
vance of  public  opinion    than    to  lag 
behind  it.       He  never  sought  to  elec- 
trify the  people  by  taking  an  advanc- 
ed position  with  a  banner  of  opinion  ; 
but  rather  studied  to    move    wrward 
compactly,  exposing  no  detachment  in 
front  or  rear,  so  that  the  course  of  his 
administration  might  have    been    ex- 
plained as  the  calculating  policy  of  a 
shrewd  and  watchful    politician,  had 
there  not  been  seen  behind  it  a  fixed- 
ness of  principle  which  from  the  first 
determined    his    purpqse,  and    grew 
more  intense  with  every   year,  consu- 
ming his  life  by  its  energy.     Yet    his 
sensibilities  were  not  acute,  he  had  no

comed  in  advance  hundreds  of  thous- 
ands of  emigrants  from  Europe  ;  as 
his  eye  kindled  with  enthusiasm  at  the 
coming  wealth  of  the  nation.  And  so 
with  these  thoughts  for  his  country, 
he  was  removed  from  the  ,toil8  and 
temptations  of  this  life,  and  was  at 
peace. 

PALMKRSTON  AND   LINCOLN. 

Hardly  had  the  late  President  been 
consigned    to    his    grave,   when    the 
Prime  Minister  of   England  died,  fiill 
of    years  and    honors.       Palmerston 
traced  his  lineage  to  the   time  of   the 
Conqueror  ;  Lincoln  only  went    back 
to  his  grandfather.       Palmerston  re- 
ceived his  edn<ration    from    the    best 
scholars  of    Harrow,    Edinburg    audi 
Cambridge  ;  Lincoln's  early  teachers ; 
were  the  silent  forests,  the  prairie,  the! 
river,  and  the  stars.     Palmerston  was  I 
in  public  life  for  sixty  years  ;  Lincoln 
but  for  a  tenth  of  that  time.     Palmer- 
ston was  a  skillful  guide  of    an  estab- 
lished aristocracy  ;     Lincoln  a  leader 
or  rather  a  companion  of   the  people. 
Palmerston  was    exclusively  an    En- 
crlishman,  and  made  his  boast    in  the 
House  of  Commons  that  the    interest 
of  England  was  his   shibboleth  ;  Lin- 
coln thought  always    of   mankind  as 
well  as  well  as  his  own    countrv,  and 
served  human  nature  itself.     Palmer- 
son  from  his  narrowness    as    an    En- 
glishman did  not  endear  his    country 
to  any  one  court  or  to  any  one  people 
but  rather  caused  uneasiness  and  dis- 
like ;    Lincoln  left  America  more  be- 
loved than  ever  by  all    the   people  of 
Europe.     Palmerston  was  self-posses- 
sed and  adroit  in  reconciling  the  con- 
flicting claims  of  the  factions    of   the 
aristocraov  ;     Lincoln,  frank    and  in- 
genuous, knew  how  to    poise  himself 
on  the  conflicting  opinions  of  the  peo- 
ple.    Palmerston  was  capable  of  inso- 
lence to  the  weak,  quick  to   the  sense 
of  honor,  not  heedful    of   the    right  ; 
Lincoln  rejected  counsel    given    as  a 
matter  of  policy,  and  was  not  capable 
of  being  wilfully  unjust.     Palmerston, 
essentially    superficial,    delighted    in 
banter  and  knew  how  to  divert  grave 
opposition  by  playful  levity  ;  Lincoln 
was  a  man  of  infinite  jest  on   his  lips, 
with  saddest  earnestness  at  his  heart. 
Palmerston  was  a  fair   representative 
of  the  aristocratic  liberalityof  the  day 
choosing  for  his  tribtmal.  not  the  con- 
science of  humanity,  but  the  House  of 
Commons  ;  Lincoln  took  to  heart  the 
eternal  truths  of  libertv,  obeyed  them 
as  the  commands  of  Providence,  and 
accepted  the  human  race  as  the  judge 
of  his  fidelity.       Palmerston    did  no- 
thing   that  will    endure ;    his    great 
achievement,  the  separation  of  Belgi- 
um, placed  that  little  kingdom   where 
it  must  gravitate  to  France  ;    Lincoln 
finished  a  work  which  all  time  cannot 
overthrow.     Palmerston  is  a    shining 
example  of  the  ablest  of    a  cultivated

Editor  Meuenger  : 

The  Legislature  is  making  rapid 
progress  in  disposing  of  the  business 
before  it,  and  there  is  a  prospect*  now 
that  the  work  will  be  finished  ;  if  so, 
thi.s  will  be  noted  as  a  working  session, 
as  there  has  probably  been  three  times 
as  much  work  as  usual,  but  I  am  afraid 
the  legislative  mill  is  not  like  the  one 
"  we  read  of,"  "  that  though  it  grinds 
slow  grinds  exceeding  fine  ;  "  for  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  some  of  the 
laws  passed  will  be  found  rather  coarse 
and  rough.  No  measure  of  general 
interest  has  been  passed  during  the 
week,  the  principal  business  being 
passing  on  the  bills  from  the  commit- 
tee on  revision,  or  locol  bills.  A  bill 
making  an  appropriation  of  $15,000 
for  the  State  Prison  has  passed  the 
Senate,  but  I  am  am  fearful  of  its  fate 
in  the  House,  as  there  is  a  strong  dis- 
position to  cut  it  down  to  about  five 
or  six  thousand — or  in  other  words,  to 
make  it  so  small  it  will  be  useless. 

On  the  22d  a  large  number  of  both 
Houses  visited  Elk  River,  having  been 
invited  by  the  oflicers  of  the  St.  Paul 
and  Pacific  road  to  make  an  excursion 
over  their  road.  At  Elk  River  mine 
host  Lufkin  had  provided  an  elegant 
dinner,  to  which  our  legislative  Solons 
did  ample  justice,  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  disposed  of  oysters,  tur- 
key, and  Sparkling  Catawba,  fully  es- 
tablished their  reputation  as  "  valiant 
trencher  men."' 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  either 
House,  nor  has  a  word  been  spoken 
on  the  subject  of  the  veto  and  the  de- 
fection of  Senator  Norton.  I  hope  an 
expression  of  opinion  will  be  had  be- 
fore adjournment,  but  am  not  sar- 
guine.  Surely  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Legislature  of  every  loyal  State  to 
speak  out  on  this  subject  in  tones  that 
cannot  be  misunderstood  by  either 
friends  of  the  country  or  friends  of 
traitors,  and  to  warn  an  unfaithful 
servant,  who  in  an  evil  day  we  en- 
trusted with  power,  of  the  wrath  to 
come. 

Norton  has  undoubtedly  gone  over 
to  the  enemy.  Nothing  else  could 
have  been  reasonably  expected.  I 
have  never  regarded  him  as  anj^thing 
but  a  camp-follower — he  has  now 
found  his  place.  "  The  dog  has  re- 
turned to  his  vomit,  and  the  sow  that 
was  washed  to  her  wallowing  in  the 
mire."  Must  Minnesota  be  cursed 
with  this  recreant  hireling  for  five  long 
years  ?  Truly  "  our  punishment  is 
greater  than  we  can  bear" — and  may 
God  avert  it,  in  the  prayer  of  every 
honest  man.  M.

Lincoln  was  one  of  the  most  unas- 
suming of  men.  In  time  of  success 
he  gave  credit  for  it  to  those  whom  he 
employed,  to  the  people,  and  to  the 
providence  of  God.  He  did  not  know 
what  ostentation  is  ;.  when  he  became 
President  he  was  rather  saddened 
than  elated,  and  his  conduct  and  man- 
ners showed  more  than  ever  his  belief 
that  all  men  are  born  equal.  He  was 
no  respecter  of  persons  ;  and  neither 
rank,  nor  reputation,  nor  services, 
overawed  him.  In  judging  of  charac- 
ter he  fjii^ed  in  discrimination,  and  his 
appointments  were  sometimes  bad,  but 
he  readily  deferred  to  public  opinion, 
and  in  appointing  the  head  of  the  ar- 
mies he  followed  the  manifest  prefer- 
ence of  Congreps.

country.  Palmerston  was  buried  in 
Westminster  Abbey  by  the  order  of 
his  Queen,  and  was  followed  by  the 
British  aristocracy  to  his  grave,  which 
after  a  few  years  will  hardly  be  notic- 
ed by  the  side  of  the  graves  of  Fox 
and  Chatham  ;  Lincoln  was  followed 
by  the  sorrow  of  his  country  across  a 
continent  to  his  resting  place  in  the 
heart  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  to  be 
remembered  through  all  time  by  his 
countrymen,  and  by  all  the  people  of 
the  world. 

CONCLUSION. 

As  the  sum  of  all,  the  hand  of  Lin- 
coln raised  the  flag  ;  the  American 
people  was  the  hero  of  the  war  ;  and 
therefore  the  result  is  a  new  era  of  re- 
publicanism. The  disturbances  in  the 
country  grew  not  out  of  anything  re- 
publican, but  out  of  slavery,  which  is

of  his  Cabinet,  and  could  not  be  mov 
ed  from  a  purpose  deliberately  form- 
ed ;  but  his  supervision  of  affairs  was 
unsteady  and  incomplete  ;  and,  some- 
times by  a  sudden  interference,  trans- 
cending the  usual  forms,  he  rather 
confused  than  advanced  the  public 
business.  If  he  ever  failed  in  the 
scrupulous  regard  to  the  relative 
rights  of  Congress,  it  was  evidently 
without  design  that  no  conflict  could 
ensue,  or  evil  precedent  be  establish- 
ed. Truth  he  would  receive  from  any 
one  ;  but  when  impressed  by  others, 
he  did  not  use  their  opinions  till  by 
reflection  he  hadma^e  them  thorough- 
ly his  own. 

It  was  the  nature  of  Lincoln  to  tor- 
give.  W  hen  hostilities  ceased,  he  who 
had  sent  forth  the  flag  with  every 
one  of  its  stars  in  the  field,  was  eager 
to  receive,  back  his  returning  country- 
men, and  meditated  "  some  new  an- 
to  the  South."  The 
Ameuf^wicnt  of  the  Constitution  abol- 
ishing Slavery  had  his  most  earnest 
and  unweariea  support  During  the 
rage  of  war  we  ^et  li  glimpse  into  his 
soul  from  his  privately  suggesting  to 
Louisiana  that  '*  in  defining  Jhe  fran- 
chise some  of  the  colored  people  .Tiight 
be  let  iiH,"  saying  "  they  would  prob;t- 
bly  help  in  some  trying  time  to  come 
to.  keep  the  jewel  m  liberty  in  the  fam- 
ily of  freedom."  In  1857  he  avowed 
himself  "  not  in  favor  of  what  be  im- 
properly cMled  "  negro  citizenship  ;*' 
for  the  Constitution  discriminates  be- 
tween citizens  and  electors.  Three 
days  before  his  death  h©  declared  his 
preference  that  "  the  elective  fran- 
chise were  now  conferred  on  the  very 
intelligent  of  the  colored  men  and  on 
those  of  them  who  served    our   cause 


ty  and  glory.  Henceforth  our  coun 
try  has  a  moral  unity  as  the  land  of 
free  labor.  The  party  for  slavery  and 
the  party  against  slavery  are  no  more, 
and  are  merged  in  the  party  of  union 
and  freedom.  The  States  which 
would  have  left  tis  are  not  brought 
back  as  conquered  States,  for  then  we 
should  hold  them  only  so  long  as  that 
conquest  could  be  maintained  ;  they 
come  to  their  rightful  place  under  the 
Constitution  as  original,  necessary  and 
inseparable  members  of  the  State. 

We  build  monuments  to  the  dead, 
but  no  monuments  of  victory.  We 
respect  the  example  of  Romans,  who 
never,  even  in  conquered  lands,  rais- 
ed emblems  of  triumph.  And  our 
generals  are  not  to  be  classed  in  the 
herd  of  vulgar  conquerors,  but  are  of 
the  school  of  Timoleon  and  William  of 
Orange  and  Washington.  They  have 
used  the  sword  only  to  give  peace  to 
their  country  and  restore  her  to  her 
place  in  the  great  assembly  of  nations. 
Our  meeting  closes  in  hope,  now  that 
a  people  begin  to  live  according  to  the 
laws  of  reason,  and  republicanism  is 
intrenched  in  a  continent.

We  do  not  wish  to  invite  our  read- 
ers to  see  who  will  tell  the  biggent 
(true)  story  about  the  profits  of  west-

That  crop  was  sold 
for  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  land  upon 
which  it  was  raised,  for  breaking  and 
fencing  it,  and  all  the  expense  of  rais- 
ing, harvesting  and  marketing  the 
crop,  and  f  1,100  besides.
